HILE the name of this institution might imply that 


its character and usefulness was more of a local 


matter than otherwise, there was never a more mistaken 
idea. It is quite true that it derives its support principally 
from Reno and its membership is composed of citizens of 
Reno with but few exceptions, but its purposes and the re- 
sults so far are of State importance and comparatively few 
of the residents of counties, other than Washoe, realize 
the good the Reno Chamber of Commerce has done in ad- 
vertising the advantages offered by the various counties 
in the State. 


One may find exhibits from every cou-nty, comprisiing 


ores, fruits, vegetables and cereals, besides peculiar forma- 
tions, curios and special features peculiar to the county. 
These exhibits are labelled, classified and placed in sec- 
tions, and the name of the county placed over its respec- 
tive section. An hour's visit to the Chamber of Commerce 
rooms will give one more definite information about the 
State and the possibilities of the different sections, than 
could be gained in days of wearisome tiavel. 


Besides Major Ingalls, who has charge of the rooms, 


has familiarized himself witth every quarter of Nevada 
and porth eastern California so tiuu a person seeking in- 
formation can hardly think of an inquiry to make, which 
the Major can not readily answer. E\ery day and many 
times a day visitors fiom distant parts of the country look- 
ing for places to locate, some for business investment and 
so on call at the Chamber of Commerce and Major Ingalls 
immediately takes them on a toui of observation through 
the State, without undergoing- the discomfort of travel, 
expense or any of the unpleasant experiences usual on suph 
touis, yet giving them moi e complete and definite informa- 
tion, as legcuds facts detail, than could have been secured 
,,in any other manner. Views, photographs, climatic records 
and data of all kinds are at hand and ready for inspection. 


Such, aie some of the advantages of the Chamber of 


Commerce as a buieau of unfoimation and some of the 
reasons why it should receive a libeial support, not alone 
from the few citizens of Reno \sho comprise its member- 
ship, but fiom those of every county within the State, for 
every county is receiving a proportionate benefit and as 
its usefulness is better understood, the results are sure to 
be greater . 


Local boards, if not already foi med, should be organized 


at every county seat and these "boards should take up the 
work systematically, of gathering information regarding 
tho possibilities of the mining, agricultural, stock and other 
interests, the advantages offered homeseekers in the re- 
spctlve counties, the prices of land and products and in 
fact any information \\hich would attract attention to a 
county, together with such exhibits as could be obtained. 
All of _this should be forwarded to the Chamber of Com- 
merce and these local boards wduld soon find that their 
efforts had borne fruit. 


Nearly every viisitor from a distant part of the State, 


upon visiting the Chamber of Commerce is surprised at 
the Interest of the display and immediately impressed with 
its value as an advertising medium and promoter of Sta^e 
progress and upon returning home invariably sends an ex- 
hibit of some character, not only to help the display, but 
knowing full well, that the particular locality from which 
it is sent will receive the credit due. 


The impression that the Chamber of Commerce is pure- 


ly a local institution, should be banished and the newspa- 
pers in the various counties, as we'l as individuals, should 
assist in every way possible to make it a success, for by 
doing this they are aiding an institution which will help 
their respective counties as well as their individual in- 
terests.. 


ADOPT A LIBERAL POLICY 


I 


N view of the changes which will probably be made 


by the railroad company within a few days relative *o 


establishing a division point here, the citizens of this city 
should endeavor In every way possible to assist the com- 
pany in perfecting its plans. ,,Doubtless many men will 
need accommodations for themselves and families and they 
will be anxious to secure locations as soon as possible, 
as winter is close at hand. Those having rooms or houses 
to rent should be reasonable in their prices and the stores 
should grant every reasonable concession to the employ- 
ees. 
It must be remembered that the ftrgt impressions 


one receives are frequently the most lasting. If these new 
residents find high prices and a comparative indifference 
to their patronage, they will be impressed with an idea 
that an advantage is being taken of their situation and 
their interest In the community will immediately be damp- 
ened. If,""on the other hanci, they are welcomed and reas- 
onable inducements offered for them to make their home 
•with U9,v'tney will not be backward In their praises of the 
eood people'of "Reno. Business men about town should 
give this matter "consideration as well as every citizen and 
endeavor" to make^these ne-w comers feel as* if they wanted 
to remain'. ' If a1 liberal policy on the part "of our residents 
is carried out,i the city limits" of" Reno will grow rapidly * 
eastward until they embrace the proposed new town, but 
If a srraaplTi", selfish and Indifferent policy Ig -pursued. 


many of which, -will be in direct competition with those of 
this city and while the new community will grow, its sur- 
roundings, interests and the natural antipathy of its res- 
idents of being a-bsorbed or swallowed up by a. larger city 
will cause them to repel rather than invite our advances. 
There will be jealousies, at times friction and other un- 
pleasant conditions, hence it is extremely necessary and 
even urgent that in every instance and/at every opportun- 
ity, Reno should court the kindly recognition and consid- 
eration of these new comers, from a business stand point. 


Change the order of things and let the Star of Empire 


march eastward awhile. The railroad has come fourteen- 
fifteenths of the distance to help this city in its develop- 
ment, we should be willing to at least attempt to reach 
over the other lliree miles. 


STATE EXAMINER WELL RECEIVED 


S 


TATE EXAMINER, Hon. H. F. Bartine has visited sev- 
eral counties and has been received cordially by the 


officers and they have gained valuable ^information, rela- 
tive to the so-called tax-reduction law, passed by the last 
legislature. 
Previous to Mr. Bartine's visits 
mainly 


through a misunderstanding and misinterpretation of its 
provisions, the statute had received not only adverse crit- 
icism in some quarters of the State, but to some extent had 
been condemned. Now, there is a decided change of opin- 
ion and many of those who advanced objections to it, be- 
lieve it a good law. The State Examiner is endeavoring to 
impress the various county revenue officers with the in- 
tent of the law, viz. to steadily raise the valuation ~jt as- 
sessable property and gradually lower the tax-lev.,. By 
doing this, the necessary revenue for State and county pur- 
poses is assured without injuring anyone. 
There is no 


jump in valuation, or false impression conveyed by a sud- 
den or sharp raise in figures, but simply a gradual increase 
and a proportionate reduction in the tax-rate. 


An erroneous idea also prevailed to some extent, many 


believing the law took effect this year. This however, 
was not the intent, but nevertheless several of the county 
assessors acted under its provisions and the beneficial 
effect is already apparent. 


Mr. Bartine's duties so far, have been in the nature of 


gathering information as to the situation of the various 
counties, so that when the assessors meet at Carson as a 
State Board of Assessors, every detail covered by the law 
may be thoroughly and advisedly discussed. If it should 
be found at that time, that amendments are necessary to 
perfect the act, the succeeding legislature will have the in- 
formation and can act accordingly.

"WHEREAS J. B. O'SulUvan. John 
Sunderland and Oscar J. Smith ha\e 
presented to the City Council of the Citv 
of Reno their duplication or netiMon
